We are constantly in receipt of letters 
from the United States and Eastern 
Provinces, requesting us to forward to 
the writers information as to this coun- 
try. In many cases we have been able 
to' give the information desired with- 
out much trouble, but it frequently 
happens that correspondents ask a 
great variety of questions, many of 
which can only be answered by refer- 
ence to statistics and maps of tho Prov- 
ince, which are not always at one's com- 
mand. On former occasions we have 
urged upon the Government tho neces- 
sity of publishing a handbook, con- 
taining information relativo to tho 
country, for free circulation in tho 
Provinces, States and England. "Wo ro 
gret, however, that they do not seem 
to havo considered tho matter*worthy 
their attention. The subject is, never- 
theless, an important one, and we con- 
tend that it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to seminate, as far as possible, use- 
ful information concerning the country. 
Many years sinco two valuable works 
— one by Mr. A. C. ANDERSON, the 
other by M. G. M. Sproat — afforded 
intending immigrants and others a very 
valuable fund of information, but both 
pamphlets are now out of print. Wo 
do not think that a reprint of either of 
these works would fully meet the re- 
quirements of the present time, becauso 
wince the date of their publication the 
condition of the country has changed 
considerably, new industries have 
sprung up, rates of wages and prices of 
provisions have varied and in other 
matters of detail the Province is differ- 
ent now to what it was when Messrs. 
Anderson and Sproat described its 
resources. Under the circumstances it 
would seem that a new handbook should 
be published givinginformationas to the 
resources and industries of tho province. 
It. should contain a table showing tho 
rate of wages paid to mechanics, labor- 
ers and otheis, and should state the 
proper time for 'immigrants to como 
•here, what they should bring with 
them, where they can best settle, what 
the nature of the soil is in different 
parts of the Province, tho most profita- 
ble crops to put in and many other 
matters of detail which might readily 
be obtained from official reports and 
from essays on the country. The pub- 
lication should be accompanied by a 
map, showing at a glance the direction 
and length of roads to settlements and 
describing the nature of lands through 
which they pass. The boundaries of 
the various districts should be clearly 
defined; the course of the principal 
rivers marked; the height of mountains 
given and the localities of Indian reser- 
vations shown. Several thousand of 
these handbooks should be circulated as 
soon as possible, for the time of the 
year is fast approaching when emi- 
grants leave their old homes for new 

■ countries. Wo 1 believe the informa- 
tion necessary for the publication can 
readily be obtained, and once obtained 
the Government should experience lit- 
tle difficulty in putting it in proper 
shape. Every other Province in the 
Dominion has its handbook and there 
is not a county in any one of the 
States but what also lias its pamphlet, 
setting forth in glowing colors the 
beauties of climate, richness of soil, 
cheapness of provisions, liberality of 
land laws, facilities for ingress and 
egress, and many other matters calcu- 
cated to catch- the eye of the intending 
settler. If theso books of information 

or guides provo a benefit to the East- 
ern Provinces — and it is admitted they 
do — why, we would ask, should not 
British Columbia bo permitted to profit 
from a similar source? 



THE NEWS. 



The news conveyed to our readers by 
our exclusive dispatches this morning 
and yesterday is somewhat important, 
although not very lucid. In Franco a 
political revulsion is browing and the 
state of affairs is regarded with a feel- 
ing of anxiety by the people. A tele- 
gram from London yesterday morning 
states that the DuFAURE cabinet is 
doomed, and that members of the Left 
demand the appointment of Republic- 
ans to positions now held by adver- 
saries of tho Republic. The crisis it 
would seem therefore has been caused 
by a question of patronage. A dis- 
pute has originated as to the Ministry 
of War, and the Left have expressed 
their determination that a staunch Re- 
publican shall fill the office. Whilst 
these debates wero going on in tho 
Chamber of Deputies, General Grant 
was sumptuously entertained by Mar- 
shal MacMahon, amongst the invited 
guests present being many illustriousper- 
sonages. On Saturday last whilst a train 
was crossing a bridge spanning the 
river Arda, in Turkey, the structure 
gave way, the train fell into the water 
and upwards of 200 Russian soldiers 
were drowned. In Germany the ex- 
citement caused by the introduction in 
the Reichstag of a measure to restrict 
freedom of speech and otherwise curtail 
the rights of representatives, although 
somewhat abated in Berlin, shows no 
signs of modification in adjacent coun- 
tries. In Afghanistan the British 
troops havo taken up their winter quar- 
ters, and on the 8th inst, tho forces 
left Candahar by the Cabul gate. An 
important mail from Herat for Mir 
Afzul, late governor of Ghuznee, 
has been intercepted and Yakoob 
Kuan has lied from Cabul, 
where anarchy reigns supreme. 
In England business depression does 
not appear to decrease. Strikes are re- 
ported daily and the condition of mer- 
cantile affairs is indeed deplorable. In 
London a run oil tho London Banking 
Co., which is a concern having several 
branches in the suburbs, was occasion- 
ed by the assemblage of a crowd at- 
tracted by a wordy dispute concerning 



a cab fare. Lombard street, at latest 
advices, was packed with panic-stricken 
creditors anxious to withdraw their de- 
posits, but it is hoped when the real 
cause of the run is made public the ex- 
citement will disappear. Matters of 
minor interest have also been tele- 
graphed.

Once I attempted 
to scream. He seized me by the throat. 

He said he 
would brain mo if 1 was not 
quiet. Round and round he,, turned, 
keeping up the refrain, "I and my Fa- 
ther are one, equal in power and glory." 
Pretending that I was pleased, I sug- 
gested that we call in some of the fam- 
ily to join us.

Christianizing: Africa. 

If the tribes of Central Africa will 
submit peaceably to the teachings of 
the missionaries, there is a promise 
that it will not bo long before they are 
brought under Christian influences. 
England was the first to occupy the 
missionary field. Cut England is not 
to be permitted to havo a monopoly in 
tho work of instruction. By the as- 
sistance of the French Government, 
the Abbe Debaizo is seeking to pene- 
trate to the regions traversed by Liv- 
ingstone and Stanley. Hons. Marcho, 
a Frenchman, is preparing to follow. 
He has enlisted a party who will as- 
cend the rivers' Niger, Benone and 
Chari, if practicable and then, by 
travelling southeast, reach the last 
point attained by Livingstone. From 
there they will travel northeast to the 
Nile. This expedition seems to bo one 
of oxploration and discovery, and not 
designed in any manner to aid in mis- 
sionary labor. It hopes to determine 
the southern limit of the Congo Basin, 
and the courses of the rivers partly ex- 
plored by English and German travel- 
lers. It will leave France in February, 
and hopes to ascend the Niger in June. 
It is also reported that the Pope has 
sent ten teachers to Central Africa to 
evangelize the countries traversed by 
Livingstone and Stanley. They were 
fitted out at an expense of $10,000, 
and took with them 500 armed attend- 
ants. If these various expeditions are 
successful in their objects, but a short 
time will elapse until we shall hoar of 
the establishment of that commercial 
intercourse with the savage tribes 
which is cherished by Stanley as the 
most fitting sequence to his Central 
African discoveries.

Insufficiently Pro-pail Lottor3. 

The following communication from the 
Postmaster General of Canada in reply to 
a petition from merchants and traders 
of this city wo publish for the information 
of the public : — 

Postofiieo Dept. , Canada, 

Ottawa, 28th Dec, 187$. 

Sin: — The Postmaster Gonoral has had 
under consideration a petition from mer- 
chants, traders and others, dated 28th of 
September last, addressed to the Lieut. - 
Governor and by his Honor transmitted 
to the Secretary of State, representing tho 
inconvenience and annoyance caused by 
the regulation requiring tho transmission 
of insufficiently prepaid letters from that 
exceptionally distant point to Ottawa, 
and requesting either that a dead letter 
office may be established at Victoria, or 
that letters wrongly or insufficiently pre- 
paid might bo returned to the owners on 
satisfactory proof of claim; and the Post- 
master General desires that you will for 
the future be guided by the following re- 
gulations on this subject: 

1st. The Postmaster General cannot 
undertake to establish a dead letter office 
at Victoria, nor can ho authorizo any local 
office to open letters tor any reason what- 
ever. 

2nd. When, however, letters are posted 
without sufficient prepayment to enable 
them to go forward to their destination, 
the addresses of such letters are to be 
written, on the day of posting, in a list t« 
be kept conspicuously posted in th
